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MOSCOW’S GOAL NOT CHANGED 
Some might see in the fall from power of 
Russia’s No. 2 man an event which could 
affect the world situation. But most indica­ 
tions are that they would be seeing some­ 
thing that just isn’t there. 
Rather, there is considerable evidence that 
the downfall of Lavrenti Beria, Russia’s 
deputy premier and head of the secret police, 
is purely an internal matter. 
Experts in the field of international poli­ 
tics see small chance that the circumstances 
surrounding Beria’s case are such as to 
affect Russian external policy in Korea or 
Europe. 
A tip-off on what very possibly may be 
the principal case against Beria is to be 
found in the fifth of six charges against him 
as listed in Pravda, official Communist Party 
newspaper: “ Attempting to turn the Min­ 
istry of Interior into a privately dominated 
force.” 
That ties in with recent reports from 
Europe that Beria had been craftily increas­ 
ing his power since Stalin’s death. Only the 
day before the announcement of Beria’s fall, 
NEA Correspondent Leon Dennen reported. 
“ The chief of Russia’s secret police is inch­ 
ing towards the seizure of power in the 
Kremlin.” 
That reflects the old Kremlin tradition 
that if y ou plan to wield the axe, wield it 
fast, before y ou get it y ourself. 
The possibility has also been cited that 
Beria, as head of the secret police, was made 
the fall guy for the recent uprisings against 
Russia in East Germany and other parts of 
Eastern Europe. 
And there’s the possibility that Premier 
Malenkov is sacrificing Beria as a sop to the ; 
Russian people, who both hated and feared 
the police chief. 
Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia said in an 
interview only a fewr day s before Beria’s fall 
that while big policy changes were undoubt­ 
edly going on inside Russia, there was no 
reason to think she had changed her “ basic 
aims.” 
The President’s Committee on Interna­ 
tional Information Activities reported to Mr. 
Eisenhower July 8 that there was “ no reli­ 
able evidence that changes in the Soviet 
regime and in Soviet tactics involve any 
change in the basic Soviet objective of a 
Communist world controlled by the Krem­ 
lin.” 
Thus the facts at hand would indicate 
that w hile Russia is having her troubles they 
do not necessarily in this case involve the 
outside world. In fact, they probably don’t: 


Now Moscow claims that the first har­ 
vesting combine was invented by Andrey 
Valasenko in 1868. It probably couldn’t be 
used until a few y ears later when some other 
Russian invented crops. 


NOT SO SIMPLE 
Why do people patronize one store and 
pass right by the doors of anpther store? 
The head of an association which repre­ 
sents food chains gave a general answer to 
that question in these words: “ People like 
to do business with people they like. It is 
almost as simple as that—but the processes 
by which y ou get people to like y ou may 
not be simple. Public opinion is the combina­ 
tion of many likes and dislikes, many atti­ 
tudes, many acts. Public opinion determines 
where people spend their money day after 
day ; public opinion influences what stores 
will be profitable, what stores will fail.” 
Different people, obviously want and seek 
different kinds of goods, different kinds of 
services, different attractions of many sorts. 
Back of all the promotional and public rela­ 
tions activities of the merchant, from adver­ 
tising to improved employ e training, is the 
desire to attract as many people into his 
store as possible—in other words, to make 
people like him. And that will alway s be 
true so long as we have a free market and 
open competition.

IN SIDE RUSSIA 
* 
As word seeps through the Iron Curtain, the 
difference of view which is shaking the Soviet 
world is between Malenkov and Molotov. Beria is 
the first of the Troika to go. May be he needs a fair 
trial, but he will not have that. Who will be next 
to go? Stalin play ed it that way after Lenin’s 
death when he used Kamenev and Zinoviev against 
Trotzky while he sat back to await the destruc­ 
tion of aU three. 
The issues involved in the quarrel are not clear 
but whatever they aft, they are pawns in the 
struggle for the first place in the succession io 
Stalin’s power. It would appear that Molotov, 
having had experience in foreign relations, is mov- ^ 
ing toward the unification of Germany on a basis 
more satisfactory to the Western Powers. Malen­ 
kov’s view seems to be that the Western Powers 
do not matter, but that the Communist Parties 
must be preserved in all countries. If concessions 
are made to the Western Powers, which imperil 
the European Communist Parties, the bulwarks of 
the defense of Soviet Russia wiU be imperilled. 
The quarrel reminds me of that b etween Stalin 
and Trotzky ov er the question as to 
whether So­ 
cialism can succeed in one country. This 
ty pe of 
ideological warfare is a dev ice to line up support­ 
ers b ehind the contenders. In the end, Stalin exiled 
Trotzk> and ultimately had him murdered. Did 
that prov e Stalin ideologically right? From 
a 
Marxist standpoint it did b ecause Stalin surv iv ed. 
In a system in which those are fittest who sui- 
v iv e, tne test of correctness car only b e surv iv al. 
Molotov is a heav y-minded, clerkish type of 
b ureaucrat who has managed to surv iv e all the 
inner quarrels in the Kremlin. He and Kaganov itch 
are the only old Bolshev iks who hav e outliv ed the 
purges. They not only continued to liv e b ut b oth 
nave remained 
in high office. Molotov is one of 
the Troika (Trio) who succeeded Stalin; Kagano- 
v itch ia in the Presidium. 
Compared to these two, such men 
as Malenkov 
and Beria are b ab ies, b oth In years and experi­ 
ence. Yet, whereas Molotov has had long tenure, 
Malenkov and Beria were peisonally trained b y 
Stalin, who was a man of singular political astute­ 
ness, whose rise to power was marked b y few 
false steps. He could b e sub serv ient almost to 
fawning. He could withdraw from a situation so 
that others might think their day had come. He 
could kill with the swiftness of a panther. 
Molotov was nev er more than. a serv ant to 
Stalin, b ut Malenkov and Beria were Stalin’s pu­ 
pils. The difference will b e clear to anyone who 
studies the art of rev olution and empire-b uilding. 
My guess is that the next step for real troub le 
will not b e in Germany b ut in Japan. Whoev er is 
strongest in the Kremlin needs some kind of a 
success, something to prov e that his judgment is 
correct, his initiativ e effectiv e, and his maneuv ers 
successful. Germany is a v ery complicated situa- , 
tion and difficult to work out b ecause of French 
\ 
and American suspicions of British policy. The 
failure of the Bermuda conference must hav e b een 
a great disappointment to the Kremlin. 
Japan is another story. The Japanese are hun­ 
gry for Asiatic trade. They want to trade with 
Manchuria and China. They want to do b usiness 
in Harb in, Mukden, Dairen. Shanghai, Hankow, 
Tientsin, Canton. These places are all held b y the 
Chinese Communists. They would also like to trade 
in Southeast Asia, from Hongkong to Colomb o, b ut 
the British want that trade for themselv es. 
This issue is going to come to a head sooner 
than we like and again the United States will b e 
m the middle b etween British policy and our sup­ 
port of some Asiatic country. The Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration has nev er yet b een ab le to meet such 
a situation head on. It seeks a ’’middle-of-the- 
road'’ answer, something that will please ev ery­ 
b ody and make a gay world. There are no such 
answers, with the result that all sides b ecome 
v iolently angry with us. Then the Russians step 
in with some tricky solution like the Indian truce 
scheme for Korea. 
All this is part of the inn^r fight in the Krem­ 
lin. Each side, the Malenkov side and the Molotov 
side, needs a b ig success to knock off the adv er­ 
sary. And there is some hope that the United 
States might make the false step that will pro­ 
v ide the means to that success. So, they guess on, 
ev en as we do.

TREATMENT OF HEAT EXHAUSTION 
Ev en as a b oy I was not surprised that nativ e 
trib es worshipped the sun as they recognized it as 
a necessity to man and to all animals. Physicians 
recognize the v alue of the sun, and its heat in 
healing strengthening the sick. 
Howev er, physicians and most men and women 
know that if they get too much sun it can cause 
sev ere b urns and poisoning of the skin which poison 
ab sorb ed into the b lood v essels can cause serious 
illness or ev en death. 
Howev er, ev en where the sun does not b laze 
down on the indiv idual b ut causes excessiv e heat 
of the atmosphere, this heat, ev en in a shaded 
place, can cause extreme exhaustion—heat exhaus­ 
tion. 
, 
In “American Practitioner and Digest of Treat­ 
ment,” Philadelphia, Dr. J. A. Meerloo states that 
during the war he frequently saw uieat exhaustion 
associated with anxiety and nerv ousness and a com­ 
b ination of ergotamine and caffeine was found 
helpful in these cases. ‘The immediate sympto­ 
matic effect was so gratifying that the patients 
spoke of wonder pills.” The preparation used con­ 
tains 1 mg. of ergotamine tartrate and 100 mg. of 
caffeine. 
Caffeine is effectiv e in heat exhaustion and has 
b een used as a stimulant. It is a powerful central 
nerv ous system stimulant. 
Ergotamine tartrate 
acts on the inv oluntary (not under control of the 
will) smooth muscles. It constricts or partly closes 
the small b lood v essels, thus producing an increase 
in the b lood pressure. Dr. Meerloo used this treat­ 
ment since the war. He found that these two drugs 
were well tolerated if giv en in doses of 1 to 2 tab ­ 
lets, b ut he warns that it should not b e prescrib ed 
in cases of peripheral v ascular disease (disease of 
the b lood v essels supplying* the outer parts of the 
b ody and skin). 
While the caffeine and ergotamine tartrate in 
this dosage gav e relief of symptoms, Dr. Meerloo 
states that the other measures, such as rest, fluid 
intake and additional salt intake, should b e used in 
addition to the ab ov e drugs. Thus, usual treatment 
of heat exhaustion is remov al of the patient 
from influence of excessiv e heat. He should b e 
placed in a b ed in a cool, well-v entilated room 
with clothing loosened to aid the b reathing. Heat 
is usually applied to the feet. If he is ab le to swal­ 
low, he may b e giv en hot coffee or a quarter tea­ 
spoon of spirits of camphor in water. 
The treatment of sunstroke (not heat exhaus­ 
tion) requires remov al to a cool room and cold 
applications.

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MOSCOW’S GOAL NOT CHANGED 
Sonic might sec in the fall from power of 
Russia’s No. 2 man an event which could 
affect the world situation. But most indica­ 
tions are that they would be seeing some­ 
thing that just isn’t there. 
Rather, there is considerable evidence that 
the downfall of Lavrenti Beria, Russia’s 
deputy premier and head of the secret police, 
is purely an internal matter. 
Experts in the field of international poli­ 
tics see small chance that the circumstances 
surrounding Beria’s case are such as to 
affect Russian external policy in Korea or 
Europe. 
A tip-off on what very possibly may be 
the principal case against Beria is to be 
found in the fifth of six charges against him 
as listed in Pravda, official Communist Party 
newspaper: “Attempting to turn the Min­ 
istry of Interior into a privately dominated 
force.” 
That ties in with recent reports from 
Europe that Beria had been craftily increas­ 
ing his power since Stalin’s death. Only the 
day before the announcement of Beria’s fall, 
NEA Correspondent Leon Dennen reported. 
“The chief of Russia’s secret police is inch­ 
ing towards the seizure of power in the 
Kremlin.”

INSIDE Rl'SSIA 
As word seeps through the Iron Curtain, the 
difference of view' which is shaking the Soviet 
world is between Malenkov and Molotov. Beria is 
the first of the Troika to go. Maybe he needs a fair 
trial, but he will not have that. Who will be next 
to go? Stalin played it that way after Lenin’s 
death when he used Kamenev and Zinoviev against 
T rotzk y while he sat back to await the destruc­ 
tion of all three. 
The issues involved in the quarrel arc not clear 
but whatever they a&, they are pawns in the 
struggle for the first place in the succession to 
Stalin’s power. It would appear that Molotov, 
having had experience in foreign relations, is mov­ 
ing toward the unification of Germany on a basis 
more satisfactory to the W estern Powfers. Malen­ 
kov’s view seems to be that the W estern Powers 
do not m atter, but that the Communist Parties 
must b< preserved in all countries. If concessions 
are made to the W estern Powers, which imperil 
the European Communist Parties, the bulwarks of 
the defense of Soviet Russia wiiJ be imperilled. 
The quarrel reminds me of that between Stalin 
and Trotzky over the question as to whether So­ 
cialism can succeed in one country. This type of 
ideological warfare is a device to line up support­ 
ers behind the contenders. In the end, Stalin exiled 
Trotzky and ultimately had him murdered. Did 
that prove Stalin ideologically right? 
From a 
Marxist standpoint it did because Stalin survived, 
in a system in which those are fittest who sur­ 
vive, the test of correctness car only be survival. 
.Molotov is a heavy-minded, clerkish type of 
bureaucrat who has managed to survive all the 
inner quarrels in the Kremlin. He and Kaganovitch 
are the only old Bolsheviks who have outlived the 
purges. They not only continued to live but both 
have remained in high office. Molotov is one of 
the Troika (Trio) who succeeded Stalin; Kagano­ 
vitch to in the Presidium. 
Compared to these two, such men as Malenkov 
and Beria are babies, both in years and experi­ 
ence. Yet, whereas Molotov has had long tenure, 
Malenkov and Beria were peisonally trained by 
Stalin, who was a man of singular political astute­ 
ness, whose rise to power was marked by few 
false steps. He could be subservient almost to 
fawning. He could withdraw from a situation so 
that others might think their day had come. He 
could kill with the swiftness of a panther. 
Molotov, was never more than a servant to 
Stalin, but Malenkov and Beria were Stalin’s pu­ 
pils. The difference will be clear to anyone who 
studies the art of revolution and empire-building. 
My guess is that the next step for real trouble 
will not be in Germany but in Japan. Whoever is 
strongest in the Kremlin needs some kind of a 
success, something to prove that his judgment is 
correct, his initiative effective, and his maneuvers 
successful. Germany is a very complicated situa­ 
tion and difficult to work out because of French 
and American suspicions of British policy. The 
failure of the Bermuda conference must have been 
a great disappointment to the Kremlin. 
Japan is another story. The Japanese are hun­ 
gry for Asiatic trade. They want to trade with 
Manchuria and China. They want to do business 
in Harbin, Mukden, Dairen. Shanghai, Hankow, 
Tientsin, Canton. These places are all held by the 
Chinese Communists. They would also like to trade 
in Southeast Asia, from Hongkong to Colombo, but 
the British want that trade for themselves. 
This issue is going to come to a head sooner 
than we like and again the United States will be 
m the middle between British policy and our sup­ 
port of some Asiatic country. The Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration has never yet been able to meet such 
a situation head on. it seeks a “middle-of-the- 
ro ad ’ answer, something that will please every­ 
body and make a gay world.

That Body of Yours

NOT SO SIMPLE 
Why do people patronize one store and 
pass right by the doors of anpther store? 
The head of an association which repre­ 
sents food chains gave a general answer to 
that question in these words: “People like 
to do business with people they like. It is 
almost as simple as that—but the processes 
by which you get people to like you may 
not be simple. Public opinion is the combina­ 
tion of many likes and dislikes, many atti­ 
tudes, many acts. Public opinion determines 
where people spend their money day after 
day; public opinion influences what stores 
will be profitable, what stores will fail.” 
Different people, obviously want and seek 
different kinds of goods, different kinds of 
services, different attractions of many sorts. 
Back of all the promotional and public rela­ 
tions activities of the merchant, from adver­ 
tising to improved employe training, is the 
desire to attract as many people into his 
store as possible—in other words, to make 
people like him. And that will always be 
true so long as we have a free market and 
open competition. 


W’e intend to tell the next person who in­ 
forms us that “it isn’t the heat it’s the hu« 
nvdtv” to go to that place where there is no 
doubt that the heat exceeds the humidity. 


TREATMENT OF HEAT EXHAUSTION 
Even as a boy I was not surprised that native 
tribes worshipped the sun as they recognized it as 
a necessity to man and to all animals. Physicians 
recognize the value of the sun, and its heat in 
healing strengthening the sick. 
However, physicians and most men and women 
know that if they get too much sun it can cause 
severe burns and poisoning of the skin which poison 
absorbed into the blood vessels can cause serious 
illness or even death. 
However, even where the sun does not blaze 
down on the individual but causes excessive heat 
of the atmosphere, this heat, even in a shaded 
place, can cause extreme exhaustion—heat exhaus­ 
tion. 
In “American Practitioner and Digest of T reat­ 
ment,” Philadelphia, Dr. J. A. Meerloo states that 
during the war he frequently saw neat exhaustion 
associated with anxiety and nervousness and a com­ 
bination of ergotamine and caffeine was found 
helpful in these cases. "The immediate sympto­ 
matic effect was so gratifying that the patients 
s}>oke of wonder pills.” The preparation used con­ 
tains 1 mg. of ergotamine tartrate and 100 mg. of 
caffeine. 
Caffeine is effective in heat exhaustion and has 
been used as a stimulant. It is a powerful central 
nervous system stimulant. 
Ergotamine tartrate 
acts on the involuntary (not under control of the 
will) smooth muscles. It constricts or partly closes 
the small blood vessels, thus producing an increase 
in the blood pressure. Dr. Meerloo used this treat­ 
ment since the war. He found that these two drugs 
were well tolerated if given in doses of 1 to 2 tab­ 
lets. but he warns that it should not be prescribed 
in cases of peripheral vascular disease (disease of 
the blood vessels supplying’the outer parts of the 
body and skin). 
• While the caffeine and ergotamine tartrate in 
this dosage gave relief of symptoms, Dr. Meerloo 
states that the other measures, such as rest, fluid 
intake and additional salt intake, should be used in 
addition to the above drugs. Thus, usual treatm ent 
of heat exhaustion is removal of the patient 
from influence of excessive heat. He should be 
placed in a bed in a cool, well-ventilated room 
with clothing loosened to aid the breathing. Heat 
is usually applied to the feet. If he is able to swal­ 
low, he may be given hot coffee or a quarter tea­ 
spoon of spirits of camphor in water. 
The treatm ent of sunstroke (not heat exhaus­ 
tion) requires removal to a cool room and cold 
applications.

Sometimes a defender’s 
best 
play is simple and painless, but 
in today’s hand we see a defen­ 
sive play that was both ingenious 
and risky.

Iran Parliament 
Almost in Collapse 


Tehran, Iran, July 15 UP)— 
Iran’s 
Parliament 
was 
closed 
down in virtual collapse today fol­ 
lowing 
the resignation of 
27 
deputies supporting Premier Mo­ 
hammed Mossadegh. Their walk­ 
out left the aged premier to gov­ 
ern without any legislative inter­ 
ference. 
With the resignations, the Maj­ 
lis. Iran’s remaining legislative 
house, was unable to muster a 


quorum (69 of its 79 members). 
Mossadegh dissolved the Senate 
last October. 
The premier has announced he 
will hold a referendum on his poli­ 
cies and will resign if the public's 
vote does not back him up. He has 
not issued any plans for holding 
the referendum, however. 
The parliamentary crisis came 
after months of wrangling over 
unprecedented 
powers 
granted 
Mossadegh last summer, permit­ 
ting him to govern by decree. 
Parliament has been paralyzed 
since February when^ the opposi­ 
tion. 
led by Ayatunah Seyed 
Abolghassem Kashani, fiery Mos­ 


lem religious leader, began boycot­ 
ting session after session. Only 
nine of the last 40 scheduled 
meetings have been held because 
of the lack of a quorum.
